Enigma of Easter Island 


Vanished civilizations are always fascinat­ 
ing to think about, possibly because we are 
not certain how long our own is going to last. 
One whose history is still only sketchily 
known to archeologists is that of remote Fas­ 
ter Island in the Pacific, where hundreds of 
strange stone heads dot the landscape. 
One of the heads, a massive five-ton, eight- 
foot-high carving, the first of its kind ever 
to leave its home, has jurt been put on display 
on ino# r famous isl >nd. Manhattan. 
The monolith, one of the most mysterious 
works of man, will be on exhibition until Nov. 
21 on the plaza of the Seagram Building in 
New York City 
Its appearance m arks the 
beginning of a worldwide drive by the Inter­ 
national Fund for Monuments to restore and 
preserve the cu’tural relics of Easter Island, 
which are being threatened both by nature, 
In the forms of wind and waters, and by mod­ 
ern man, who is about to bulldoze airfields 
and roads through them. 
Among the m ysteries of E aster Island is 
not just how the people managed to hew out 
the great stones—the largest is 90 to n s-b u t 
how’ thev transported them miles from the 
quarrv and erected them. The head on display 
on the Seagram Plaza was attached to a giant 
hodv until 1%1, when it was smashed by a 
tidal wave. 
Perhaps the greatest mystery of all. how­ 
ever, is where this people came from and 
how. with a population of no more than three 
or four thousand, they created an advanced 


society on such a tiny isolated island. 'Hielr 
written language remains undeciphered. 
Speaking of doomed 
civilizations, 
one 
of 
these days, it’s said, everybody is going to go 
on strike in New York The whole throbbing 
place will grind to a halt and the entire popu­ 
lation 
will 
abandon 
the 
island. 
Eventually 
the canyons will 
fill in 
with dirt, leaving 
onlv the projecting, crumbling skyscrapers as 
puzzling monuments to future generations of 
archeo’ogsts. 
Mavbe the Easter Island head has seen it all 
before.

Favors Mahoning School Proposal 


On Nov. 5 the voters of the Mahoning Coun­ 
ty Local Schools and the city of Campbell will 
be asked to approve the Mahoning County Joint 
Vocational School. Before the people go to the 
polls to vote, let us take a good look at a joint 
vocational school — what it is, the need for such 
a school and who will participate in this joint 
school program. 
A vocational school is a school which gives 
the students the opportunity to learn a skill 
in a specific trade area. Recently the state of 
Ohio has made it mandatory that every school 
offer vocational training to its students. The 
cost of equipping and operating an adequate 
vocational program in each of the individual 
school districts would be prohibitive. 
The proposed joint vocational school is the 
result of cooperation between local boards of 
education in Mahoning County, the Mahoning 
Countv Board of Education and the Campbell 
School Board. 
Tbe boards have joined together to provide 
vocational education because they believe this 
is the only way that an urgently needed broad 
vocational program can be offered. The cost 
of establishing a machine shop or a data pro­ 
cessing center for example, would be extrem e­ 
ly high. Probably no district wou'd be able to 
provide this kind of program for its students. 
Through cooperation and consolidation, a broad 
program can bo offered at minimum cost to 
the participating districts. 
In I960 the State Department of Education 
conducted a survey which revealed that three- 
fourths of Ohio's high school students were en­ 
rolled in college preparatory courses. Yet, on’y 
one-third of the high school graduates entered 
college and less than half of those actually 
graduated. 
It is evident that our public schools m ust 
assist in the training of young people who will 
end their formal education with their high 
school diploma. In the 1965-66 school year the 
State Department of Education, at the request 
of the Mahoning County Board of Education, 
conducted a survey to determine the need for a 
vocational school in this area The results were 
th at there is a great need for a high school vo­ 
cational training program and that there are 
m any students who are vitally interested in 
vocational training. 
Probably 50 per cent of school dropouts could 
be held in school to receive their diploma if 
a vocational 
program 
was available 
which 
would meet their interests.

More Agony Than Ecstacy 


By RAYMOND MOLEY 
In these final, frenzied days of our presiden­ 
tial campaign, we are witnessing the heavy 
price our political system is paying for two me­ 
chanical m arvels — the jet plane and televi­ 
sion. 


These inventions, some c aim, have enriched 
our civilization. But so far as thev are used in 
choosing a president, thev have imposed im n 
candidates a cruel burden, denied the electorate 
the education it d w v e s jn l have actually lim­ 
ited our choice of a president. 
Thev have utterly tr a v formed m eans of cam­ 
paigning but human nature has rem ained the 
sam e. We are a simian breed in which curiosity 
Is our dominant trait We demand that our can­ 
didates be seen and heard and, within limits, 
felt. Hence our canidates must race about the 
country at a pace that would kill m ost normal 
men. 


AND SINCE THE CAMPAIGN TIME decided 
bv law and custom is still approximately what 
it. always has been, this mad routine extends 
far beyond what is a reasonable period for vot­ 
ers to reach a decision. 
In those quiet pastoral days long ago, candi­ 
dates trave'ed very little. Then 
William J. 
Bryan took to the rails and made long speaking 
trips. 
But because transportation 
was slow 
there was reasonable time between appear­ 
ances to prepare speeches and to get them to 
the press 
All that ended when fast travel by air came 
in and television made it possible to broadcast 
the images of the candidates to millions of 
viewers and listeners. 
So far as education is concerned, this means 
a net loss. For the press is unable to keep pace. 
There are too many appearances and too many 
speeches to cover adequately 
In 1960, Richard Nixon visited 50 states, trav­ 
eled 65.000 miles, made 180 scheduled speeches 
and an equal number of unscheduled ones. 
There were also nress conferences, television 
appearances, cavalcades and informal gather­ 
ings John F. Kennedy’s score was about the 
same. 
Theodore H. White’s book, "The Making of 
the President: 1960,” gives us the details. By 
late October the candidates were drained phsi- 
cally, mentally and emotionally and so were 
their m anagers, special consultants and com­ 
panions. 
But the press coverage was less informative 
than in any earlier campaign. The press simply 
could not respond. White says: 
"F or weeks and months they (the reporters) 
m ust live like tramps — shaken, rushed, fight­ 
ing with police at police lines, dirty and un­ 
bathed for days on end, herded into buses like 
schoolboys. Physical care and handling were 


much alike in both headquarters . . . but none 
of this meticulous, logistic care could erase the 
turbulent reality of reporting, the insane jet- 
flight quality of the I960 campaign , .. men who 
had to combine the qualities of roustabouts a n i 
philosophers.” 
'Hiat is what happened in 1960. It is happen­ 
ing now in the final two weeks of 1968’s cam ­ 
paign. 
And what about the impact upon the candi­ 
dates’ Nixon will break all records because his 
ordeal began nine months and several million 
dollars ago in New Hampshire. Only because he 
is an experienced campaigner with rem arkable 
stam ina and good health could he have endured 
such a physical and mental test. 
Hubert Humphrey has been more limited be­ 
cause his real campaign began only after the 
President bowed out and his participation in the 
prim aries was scant. Incidentally, both Nixon 
and Humphrey are accompanied by doctor* 
who measurably 
keep a check 
upon their 
charges. 
At this state millions of voters must be dazed 
and confused — even bored — bv what th->y 
have seen and heard during the long months 
since January. They will probably vote as they 
intended to vote two months ago They will he 
happy when it is all over — if it is to be all 
over — Nov 6. 


IN THE YEARS AHEAD the conditions im­ 
posed on candidates must limit the number and 
quality of those who seek to be president. Those 
who choose candidates in prim aries and con- 
ventioas must guide themselves by how an as­ 
pirant can endure a jet-propelled campaign. 
Youth, vigor, th» attributes of a long-distance 
runner will prevail. 
How will this or that man project himself on 
TV? Very few men of maturity will offer them ­ 
selves as candidates and the inevitable result 
will be a lowering of the quality of our presi­ 
dents.

Wallace and 
Huey Long 


Occasionally in the mounting pile of news­ 
print about George Wallace there is mention of 


similarity with Huey Long, long since -anctifled 


in the byways and bayous of Louisiana. It <» 


true that there are similarities 
But the con 
Irasts are much more important. 
On the subject I am inclined to open my own 


book of memory. For 1 enjoyed—yes, enjoyed— 
an acquaintance with Long over a period be­ 


tween 1932 and 1935. It was one of the tasks as­ 
signed to me while I served as an assistant to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to maintain contact with 
several 
odd 
but 
important 
political 
figures 
whom Roosevelt found it difncult, if not un­ 
pleasant, to get on with 


MY PURPOSE in maintaining a contact with 
Long was not to do anything with him or about 
him. And for that reason our relations were 
cordial and, to me, very intersting 
In our 
manv talkr, I was fascinated by the power and 
quickness of his mind, his cosmic pretentions 
end the method by which he exerciseil his great 
but fleeting power. 


In such a relationship Long could throw off 
the motley of a demagog and talk quietly about 
public affairs, his own career before his rise to 
dictatorship and the reforms he had initiated ;n 
his state His mind beneath the outward show 
was powerful and resourceful It was an instru­ 
ment the like of which I had hardly known in 
eli my contacts with public figures. 


He might have given great service to hi* 
ita te and the nation had he chosen to use that 
mind within the limits of reason and common 
sense. After his death I wrote this 


"He used his first-rate mind for his own reck­ 
less, grandiose and shoddy ends. He used it to 
destroy the foundations upon which so many of 
his worthy reforms rested. He destroyed many 
things with that mind. And among the victim* 
of his excesses was himself.” 


No one in his generation, even his bitter ene­ 
mies, could deny that Long was an authentic 
reform er and builder As a public service com­ 
missioner and as governor and senator he re­ 
duced public utility rates, abolished the poll 
tax, reformed the schools and brought the car* 
of the crippled and insane up to date. 


He built bridges asd roads (which seldom ex- 
tened into areas which were hostile to his ma­ 
chine.) He built hospitals and reformed the 
state medical school He built a 34-story state 
capitol building. And he made Louisiana State 
University an institution of high rank. 


When Roosevelt and Henry Wallace secured 
the adoption of the farm plan of 1933, Long pro­ 
posed an alternative. And after the Supreme 
Court struck down the AAA in 1936. the plan 
adopted in its place was in some way an adap­ 
tation of the Long ideas. 


Wallace has no such mind. And, despite hi* 
dominant position in Alabama’s politics, he has 
created no such reforms. His appeal to the un­ 
happy voters in 1968 is purely negative. His ha­ 
rangues are not better than those uttered for a 
long time by many demagogs over the nation. 
His is the routine answer to centralized govern­ 
ment and the liberal establishment. 


It may well be that after this election Wal­ 
lace will fade into the obscurity in which reside 
other famous demagogs of the past—Tillman. 
Blease and Heflin 


Moreover, the unspoken appeal of Wallace t* 
mostly racial In Long's time there might have 
been racial problems but they were not a politi­ 
cal issue. 


IN A VERY IMPORTANT RESPECT Wallace 
differs greatly from Long. The man from Ala­ 
bam a has never failed to get what he could 
from the Washington government which he now 
denounces. But Long reached into the resources 
of his state for the money necessary to improve 
his state. In this he was a real exponent of 
state responsibility. 


Long, like Wallace, threw a great scare into 
the Democratic party by threatening to run a* 
an independent in 1936. Farley’s staff reported 
to Roosevelt in early 1935 that if Long decided 
to run he would get 10 per cent of the national 
vote. That stimulated the President to launch 
his own "soak-the-rich" tax program. 


But after the assassination of Long later that 
year, Roosevelt went on to a landslide re-elec­ 
tion and Long slipped into the history books. 


Victor's 'Spoils' 


Even should the American people decide to 
“ throw the rascals out” and throw some new 
ones in. there will hardly be a m ass exodus 
from Washington come next January. 
There are 200.000 federal employes in the 
nation’s capital, most of them under Civil 
Service, which means that their job security 
is protected 
against the winds 
of political 
change Only about one in 40 government em ­ 
ployes holds a top echelon job, and most of 
these too, are experienced, competent career 
civil servants. 
In all, says one source, no more than 2 500 
political appointments could change hands un­ 
der a new administration 
But even that, come to think of it. is no 
mean spoils for the victor
